FURIOUS FRENCH EDITORS 


BAREL Y REST RAINED F ROM T HE AN­ 
NIHIL AT ION OF IT AL Y. 


llatlter .Serious Complication 
About the 
Violation of a C onsulate—Wild E x cite­ 
m ent Over the Release of an Irish I’riest 


— A n Appeal for Starving P eople—Boy­ 
cotting Cleveland*» Messenger to Leo. 


Paris , Jan. 
10.—A special dispatch from 
Rome to The Rjpubhqua Franeaiaosays Min­ 
ister Flourens has formally complained to 
Sig. Crispí of the delay in finally settling 
the questions arising from the outrage on 
the French consul, and adds that should an 
Italian judge attempt to carry out the threats 
of again forcing an entrance into the consul­ 
ate to seize his papers France would imme­ 
diately withdraw her embassador and take 
such steps as the honor of ,the country might 
demand. 
The incident mentioned consisted of a 
breach of consular rights on the part of the 
Florence police, who had searched the French 
consulate for papers connected with u pend­ 
ing lawsuit over a succession to property. 
Le Paris urges the government to demand 
complete satisfaction for the indignity, and 
in the event of a failure of Italy to comply to 
break off the relations between France aud 
Italy and ex pel all Italians from France. 
The feeling of bitterness is hourly 
increas­ 
ing, and many persons fear that some other 
pretex t for recalling the French ambassador 
may be found should Italy heed 
F r u i .e ’a 
warning and refrain from repeating her of­ 
fense. There is no probability, however, that 
the French government will yield to public 
clamor or the counsels of imprudent ad via r. 
by pursuing the m atter any further than the 
circumstances demand, and the fears of t he 
timid will doubtless be allayed by an ample 
apology from the Italian 
governm ent in due 
time.
